the treaty, each of the 3,000 Indians on 
the land is to have a farm of IOO acres 
situated wherever the aborigine may 
choose. The government is also to set 
aside for the Indians one or more 
tracts, in all 480,000 acres, for grazing 
purposes. After further deducting land 
for town sites, school purposes, etc., the 
remainder, about 1,900,000 acres, is to 
be allotted among white settlers ac­ 
cording to the ^homestead act. 
The 
method of allotment of this reservation 
and that of tin* adjoining W ichita tract 
is unique and unprecedented. 
W ashington authorities are determ in­ 
ed that in connection with the opening 
of this land to white settlement there 
shall lie no rush of boomers. 
Ac­ 
cordingly it lias been determined to 
give out the land by lot. 
A fter ful­ 
filling tin* requirem ents of the home­ 
stead law as to age. citizenship, etc., 
the applicant for the land is to draw 
a number. 
The land is then to be al­ 
lo t id In IGO acre tracts, according to 
t'„e numbers drawn, and those with 
numbers that are too high will not get 
Any land. 
The drawing is to be conducted by 
"the government, and absolute honesty 
is safeguarded by the provisions of the 
plan. Except that it contains the cle­ 
anout of chance, the new* method of 
w ailing government land at a nominal 
?Chfure is eminently fair and will do 
aw ay with the many ugly features of 
the rush and the endless litigation 
th a t lias invariably followed it. 
As to the value of the land of the 
Kiowa and W ichita reservations, opin­ 


ing to say th at the man who intends to 
start a farm on his share of the reser­ 
vation would do well to remain else 
where. They say that there have been 
but four crops iu 20 years, and none of 
these has been as much as 30 bushels 
to the acre, on account of the hot winds 
and continued droughts that are pe­ 
culiar to that region of tile country. 
It may be good ground for grazing, 
they admit, but that it will never do 
for farm ing is their earnest contention. 
There have recently been a number 
cf reports that gold and other valuable 
metals have been discovered in pay­ 
ing quantities in the W ichita moun 
tains, a range of hills in the western 
part of the Kiowa and W ichita reser­ 
vations. 
These reservations are situated in the 
southern part of Oklahoma. Their pop­ 
ulation is made up almost entirely of 
Indians, among them being Kiowas. 
Comanches, Apaches aud Caddos. One 
of the Kiowa head chiefs. Lone Wolf. 
has 
been 
in 
W ashington 
arguing 
against tile proposed opening of the 
tribal lands. The Kiowas are distin­ 
guished among the aborigines of the 
territory for their intelligence and read­ 
iness to learn. Although when the Kio­ 
was were wild “blanket” Indians they 
wore fierce and stubborn fighters, they 
are today rapidly turning to the ways 
of civilization. 
They are the finest 
looking of the tribes, and many of their 
women are quite handsome. The Kio­ 
was learn faster than any other Indi­ 
ans. and the whisky dealers, gamblers 
and sharks who have accumulated for­ 
tunes at the expense of the Cherokees 
and other tribes of the Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma have had little picking 
from them. They govern themselves 
under a form of tribal organization. 
The present great head chief is called 
Appeahtone. and lie is one of tile most 
rem arkable Indians that have ever 
lived. 
Chief Appeahtone is a polite, polished 
man. Ile speaks several languages and 
is a lawyer of ability. Apart from his 
dark complexion there is nothing about 
the head chief of the Kiowas to distin­ 
guish him from any other cultured 
American. He is simply a well dressed, 
middle aged gentleman, who is able to 
converse at ease w ith-Americans of a 
lighter hue, with Frenchmen or with 
Germans. He is quito wealthy, and his 
daughter, known as tile Princess Mora, 
has one tine robe, among others, that 
is worth $1,090. 
Although tile other tribes of the res­ 
ervations soon to lie thrown open are 
not 
equal, 
generally 
speaking, 
in 
wealth, culture or civilization to tile 
Kiowas, they possess more of these 
attributes than is generally known.

But the case came to 
a dead stop for the time. for tile judge 
did not know which part, and ofter 
some hesitation the barrister adm itted 
that* he wasn’t sure. 
Severn! learned 
brothers gave their opinion, some opin­ 
ing a blouse was the upper half of a 
lady’s costume, w hile others insisted it 
must be the lower half. 
The entire 
court, filled with learned celebrities 
whose heads held all the laws of Brit­ 
ain. from pitch and toss to manslaugh­ 
ter, argued it out, but nobody was sure. 
The judge thought it was tin* lower 
half, but a junior barrister who had 
lately been married said be thought 
that that Half was culled a skirt, but 
did not feel certain. 
At length a lady 
was called, who set the cohrt right. 
Another odd dilemma happened not 
long ago when in tin* Hobson “horse 
faking’' case the word “fetlock” arose. 
A fetlock, as everybody knows, is tile 
ankle of a horse.

Two new systems of wireless teleg­ 
raphy, which are cia im et I by the in­ 
ventors to be superior to that of Signor 
Marconi, have beou developed by tile 
Lloyd agency of England and will be 
tested in the presence of Commander 
Richardson Clover. United States naval 
attache in London, says a Washington 
special dispatch to the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 
Apparently satisfied 
with the Marconi system, the British 
government is negotiating for 50 addi­ 
tional sets of instruments, which will 
he Installed on board the larger ships 
of its channel. Mediterranean aud Asi­ 
atic squadrons. 
Developments made 
by Marconi and other iuveutors iu tile 
field of wireless telegraphy convince 
officials of the navy department that 
by the end of the present year a sys­ 
tem can be purchased by the navy 
which will give entire satisfaction. 
Lloyd's agency has offered to supply 
the American navy with its instru 
merits at a much smaller cost than 
fixed by Marconi. The Lloyds, accord­ 
ing to Commander Clover, in 
an offi­ 
cial report to the navy department, 
claim that they were able to communi­ 
cate 195 miles by means of their sys­ 
tem. The greatest distance covered by 
a message sent by the Marconi system 
is 185 miles. No details of the two sys­ 
tems perfected by the Lloyds have been 
furnished the navy department by 
Commander Clover, and it is unlikely 
that he will he supplied with informs- 
finn until after the proposed test. 
It is 
believed at the navy department that 
the principles establish^! by Marconi 
are the basis for the new systems be­ 
ing exploited.

SEVENTH NATIONAL BANK. 


History 
of 
the 
Inatltatloa 
Jnat 
Closed la S*w York. 
The Seventh National bank of New 
York, wliieh recently closed Its doors, 
began its career in 1833 .at 32 East 
Broadway as the Seventh Ward bank. 
At that flme there were only 12 banks 
in the city, and the old Seventh ward 
contained nearly one-tenth of the total 
population of the city, which was 2<»S,- 
‘081*. 
Peter Cooper was an original 
stockholder of the bank, and its first 
president was Walter Browne, who 
was mayor of the city from 1829 to 
1833. 
The bank was organized tinder what 
was known as the “safety fund sys­ 
tem.” 
In 1862, when its state charter 
expired, it had $2,000,000 deposits, aud 
all of its assets, except $180,000 in com­ 
mercial paper, were in United States 
bonds. 
It suspended active business 
for a time, but kept its charter alive 
by sending a clerk to the clearing house 
every day to redeem its notes. In 1805 
It took advantage of the national bank­ 
ing act and has since been known as 
the Seventh National bank. 
Before 
coming to its present offices it was at 
Pearl street and reek slip and for 
many years at Pearl street and Burling 
slip. 
The Seventh National bank has been 
rather prominently in the public eye 
since the spring of 1899, when control 
of the institution was acquired by a 
syndicate in which Perry S. Heath and 
his brother, Fletcher 8. Heath, were 
leading figures. 
William H. Kimball, 
formerly national bank examiner here, 
was installed as vice president and a 
short time later was elected president, 
succeeding Colonel John McAnerney, 
who had for several years been at the 
head of the institntion, and Fletcher S. 
Heath became vice president. In June, 
1889, the Seventh National succeeded 
the Chase National bank as clearing 
agent for the postmaster of New York, 
collecting all money orders, postal notes 
and drafts on the postmaster which 
have been deposited in the various 
banks of the city by their customers. 
The designation of the clearing agent 
is made by the postmaster general. At 
the time the Seventh National was sub­ 
stituted for the Chase National, wrbich 
had acted as clearing agent for ten 
years, Perry S. Heath was first assist­ 
ant postmaster general

Some o f 
the Indians whose lands it is proposed 


Intr to say that the man who intends to 
start a farm on his share of the reser­ 
vation woald do well to remain else­ 
where. 
They say that there have been 
but four crops in 20 years, and none of 
these lias been as much as 30 bushels 
to the acre, on account of the hot winds 
aud continued droughts that are pe­ 
culiar to that region of the country. 
It may be good ground for grazing, 
they admit, but that it will never do 
for farm ing is their earnest contention. 
There have recently been a number 
if reports that gold and other valuable 
metals have been discovered in pay­ 
ing quantities in the Wichita moon 
tains, a range of hills in the western 
part of the Kiowa and Wichita reser­ 
vations. 
These reservations are situated in the 
southern part of Oklahoma. Their pop­ 
ulation is made up almost entirely of 
Indians, among them being Kiowas, 
Comanches, Apaches and Caddos. One

lo give to white men have entered a 
vigorous protest. They declare that the 
government has violated some of the 
provisions of tile treaty made with them 
nim' years ago. It is rather late for the 
aliorigii.es to come into court with a 
claim of this nature, lint they have 
done so and have vigorously ’contested 
their cause in the courts. 
The land in dispute Is a tract of more 
than 2,600,000 acies. 
According to 
tile treaty, each of tile 3,000 Indians on 
the land is lo ii,-ive a farm of KW acres 
situated wherever the al»orlgine may 
choose. The government is also to set 
aside for the Indians one or more 
tracts, iii all 480,000 seres, for grazing 
purl oses. A fter further deducting land 
for town sites, school purposes, etc., the 
remainder, about 1,900,000 acres, is to 
be allotted among white settlers ac­ 
cording to the .hom estead aet. 
The 
method of allotment of tills reservation 
ami that of the adjoining W ichita tract 
is unique and unprecedented. 
W ashington authorities are determin­ 
ed that in connection with the opening 
o f this land to w hite settlem ent there 
shall he no rush of boomers. 
Ac­ 
cordingly it has been determined to 
give out the laud by lot. 
After ful­ 
filling the requirements of tile home­ 
stead law as to age, citizenship, etc., 
the applicant for the land is to draw 
a number. 
The land is then to be a1 
lo t sd in IOO ai re tracts, according to 
t'^e numbers drawn, aud those witii 
numbers that are too high will not get 
any land. 
The drawing is to be conduct oil by 
■the government, and absolute honesty 
is safeguarded by tile provisions of the 
plan. 
Except that it contains tile ele- 
ut of chance, tin* new method of 
w a ling government land at a nominal 
:0iure is em inently fair and will do 
aw ny with the many ugly features of 
the rush and the endless litigation 
that has invariably followed It. 
As to tile value of the land of the 
Kiowa and W ichita reservations, opln- 


wns were wild “blanket” Indians they 
were fierce and stubborn fighters, they 
are today rapidly turning to the w ays 
of civilization. 
They are the finest 
looking of the tribes, and many of their 
women are quite handsome. The Kio­ 
was learn faster than any other Indi­ 
ans, and the whisky dealers, gamblers 
aud sharks who have accumulated for­ 
tunes at the expense of the Cherokees 
and other tribes of the Indian Territory 
and Ok la boma have had little picking 
from them. 
They govern themselves 
under a form of tribal organization. 
The present great head chief is called 
Appeshtone, and he is one of tile most 
remarkable 
Indians that have ever 
lived. 
Chief Appealitone is a polite, polished 
man. Ile speaks several languages aud 
is a lawyer of ability. Apart from his 
dark complexion there is nothing about 
the head chief of the Kiowas to d ist in ­ 
guish him from any other cultured 
American. Ile is simply a well dressed, 
middle aged gentleman, who is aide »‘> ^ian 
converse at ease with Americans of a 
lighter hue, with Frenchmen or with 
(germans. Ile is quite wealthy, and his 
daughter, known as tile Princess Mora, 
has one fine robe, among others, that 
is wort Ii $l,0<»0. 
Although tin' other tribes of the res­ 
ervations soon to be thrown open are 
not 
equal, 
generally 
speaking, 
in 
wealth, culture or civilisation to tho 
Kiowas, they possess more of these 
attributes than is generally known.

SEVENTH NATIONAL BANK. 


H i s t o r y 
o f 
t h e 
I n s t i t u t i o n 
J n a t 
C l o s e d I n >«*»%• \ u r b . 
The Seventh National bank of New 
York, which recently closed its doors, 
began Its career in 1838 at 32 East 
Broadw ay as the Seventh W ard hank. 
At that flme there were only 12 banks 
in the city, ami the obi Seventh ward 
contained nearly one-tenth of the total 
population of the city, which w as 268,- 
089. 
P ete r Cooper w’as an original 
stockholder of the hank, and its first 
president was W alter Browne, who 
w as mayor of the city front 182b to 
18.33. 
Tito bank w as organized under what 
w as known us the “safety fund sys­ 
tem.” 
In 1802. when its state charter 
expired, it had $2,000,000 deposits, aud 
all of its assets, except (180,000 in com­ 
mercial paper, were In United States 
bond*. 
It suspended active busine** 
for a time, but kept its (‘b arte r alive 
by sending a clerk to the clearing house 
every day to redeem its notes. 
In 18»»T> 
It took advantage of the national hank 
Ing act and has since been known as 
the Seventh National hank. 
Before 
coming to Its present offices it wa* at 
Pearl street and I ’«*ck slip aud for 
muuy years a t Pearl street and Burling 
slip. 
The Seventh National bank has been 
rather prominently in the public eye 
since the spring of 1809, w hen control 
of the institution was acquired by a 
syndicate in which Perry S. H eath and 
bis brother, Pletcher 8. H eath, were 
leading figures. 
William if. Kimball, 
formerly national bank exam iner here, 
was installed as vice president and a 
short time later was elected president, 
succeeding Colonel John MeAnerney, 
who had for several years been a t the 
head of the institution, aud Fletcher 8. 
H eath becam e vice president. 
In June, 
1889, the Seventh National succeeded 
the Chase National liank as clearing 
agent for the postm aster of New York, 
collecting all money orders, postal notes 
and d rafts on the postm aster which I 
have been deposited in the various 
bauk* of the city by their customers. 
The designation of the clearing agent 
is made by the (tostmaster general. 
At 
the time the be vent b National w as sub­ 
stituted for the Chase National, which 
had acted as clearing agent for ten 
years, Perry 8. H eath was first assist­

Pingree went to South Af­ 
rica largely for tin* purpose of putting

“Ftret.—The reclamation of the Im­ 
mense pine forests in Michigan by 
planting trees. Ile weut to the Bava­ 
rian Blaek forest to expand this idea 
and overworked so much that he has­ 
tened his death. 
“Second.—The rotation of crops in 
Michigan. Iii pursuit o f this scheme ho 
w ent to Egypt, where snob a system is 
enforced by the government, 
“Third. The transportation of every 
patriot Boer aud bis family who desir­ 
ed to come to the United States. Ile 
quizzed British official* on this subject, 
gained their approval of It ami had an 
nppoiutnient to consult with Kruger 
about it w hich was only prevented by 
the governor’s illness. 
"It was hi*. Idea to Interest some 
Mi* higan capitalists In the plan and 
provide lands for the Hoers among the 
railroad systems.
